Af ter several hours deliberation the 
circuit judges called together the 
members or tbe bar Wednesday after- 
noon at 2:30 and banded down their 
decisions in tbe cases which had £been 
under consideration. J udge Douglas's 
left for home at noon and the opinion* 
»ere given by the otter two judges. 
Judge Donahue delivered the de- 
cision IQ the urst case, that of Thomas 
Graham rs. John M. Adams. The 
defense which Graham made was that 
the horse which be bought of Adams 
was warranted sound, and that there 
was a breach of this warranty. The 
circuit court hsid this to be true and 
i e versed tbe decision of the lower 
court. Judge Donahue said in con- 
cluding, "we have found the verdict 
of the jury in the court below to be 
against the weight of the evidence and 
we therefore reverse t*ie decision." 
The next case was that of Lev! Wil- 
liams, as assignee, vs. Klmer EL Fox. 
Tne case was tried in probate court 
and 
appealed 
to common 
p'eas 
court 
and 
then 
carried 
up 
to 
tbe 
circuit 
court- 
Judge 
Voor- 
hees 
delivered 
the 
opiaion 
of 
tbe court-. The case was decided 
according to a recent decision of the 
supreme court of Illinois which held 
that "where a contractor, or material 
man takes a note with a third person 
as surety ne waives the right of a 
mechanic's lien." The Fox case in- 
volved the same question as the Illi- 
nois case, and was decided by the pr:- 
bate court as tbe Illinois case was 
Jecided. The circuit, court- therefore 
held that the common pleas court 
was in error and affirmed the decision 
of Judge Roche, of the probate court, 
and remanded the case back to the 
common pleas court for a new trial.
